and they held a session here to-day, 
which was prolonged well into the 
night. The original call, outlined as 
the purpose of the convention, was the 


and delegates were frequested. to 
appear who were in favor of the 


restriction of the power of corporations; 
the holding of the public lands for 
actual settlers; the suppression of 
gambling in the necessities of life, 
and the overthrow of all monopolies. 
The proceedings during the forenoon 
and afternoon séssions were marked 
by disorder and confusion. The com- 
mittee on credentials experienced 
much difficulty in determining who 
were properly accredited delegates. 
There was some sharp preliminary 
sparring on the tariff question, it be- 
ing soon developed that the New York 
delegation, which was the strongest 
and most compact, favored protection, 
while Nebraska and nearly all other 
western, States’ delegations favored 
free trade. The election of a New 
York man for permanent chairman 
was looked upon asa victory for the 
protectionists. Another contest was 
provoked over the admission of 
Denis Kearney and Stephen Maybell 
of California as delegates, which re- 


called to order by Edwin Lee Brown 
of Chicago, who said the delegates 
had been called together to inaugurate 
a new Declaration of Independence, 
one which would relieve them from 
the power of monopolies, and whicb 
was a higher creed than could be 
found in either the Republican or 
Democratic party platforms. It was 
found that the following States were 
represented: New Hampshire, New 
York, Ohio, Illinois, Indiana, Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota, Kansas, Colorado, 
Dakota, California, Missouri, Ken- | 
tacky and the District of Columbia’ 
Allen Root of Nebraska was chosen 
temporary Chairman and C. C. Post 
of Indiana temporary Secretary. Mr. 
Root on taking the chair said, that 
the laboring classes of America wanted 
not free trade, but a tariff based upon 
right, and not one like that which for 
30 years had kept up a mock show of 
protecting the people, while it has in 
reality been to them a cost of $400,000,-
